NOTE: For example, the proposed amendments to the claims, wherein the filaments of the one stratum have the layer 
of the superabsorbent material raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants assert that fibers of Everett and 
Erspamer are not substantially coxtensive, but rather are disposed in a relatively random orientation. Examiner respectfully disagrees as 
the claims do not limit the orientation of the fibers, so long as they are substantially coextensive in relation to each other. Applicants assert 
that Everett and Erspamer do not teach a layer of superabsorbent material on any substrate. Examiner respectfully disagrees as Everett 
teaches a layer of superabsorbent material (for example, Figure 7 and column 4 lines 1 8-22) as does Erspamer (paragraph 0046). 
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
